CW is not only highly illegal on the broadcast band, but 
the term as "DX NEWS" used it in connection with my intention to send code ilmtifi- 
cations is incorrect, CW means interrupting the urmodulated carrier when keying, 
The same cpplies to MCW (Modulated CW) in which the carrier is keyeé and in addi- 
tion there is a super-imposed tone; also in the case of ICW (interrupted C7) in 
which the carrier is tons-modulated by means of a "chopper" which interrupts it at 
& ‘musicel frequency" and is keyed for code characters, 
"What I snall use is "keyed tone modulation.” I wouldn't want uncle FCC to get the 
wrong idea and start writing nasty "howecome™ letters!
